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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDENS AND 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


All open burning when the ground is not covered 
with snow is controlled by the Town Forest Fire 
Warden in cooperation with the New Hampshire For- 
est Fire Service. Anyone wishing to kindle a fire out- 
of-doors when the ground is not covered with snow 
must have a written permit signed by the Town For- 
est Fire Warden. If the fire is to be kindled on land 
not owned by the person kindling the fire then he 
must have the permission of the landowner. No out- 
door fires can be kindled between 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 
unless it is raining, without the additional approval 
of the District Forest Fire Chief. 


The 1974 forest fire season was one of the worst 
in the past two decades. Woodlands in central and 
southern New Hampshire became so dry in mid-Au- 
gust that the Governor and Council, upon the recom- 
mendation of the State Forester, enacted a partial 
woodlands closure in Sullivan, Cheshire, Hillsbor- 
ough, Merrimack and Belknap Counties and a com- 
plete woodlands closure in Strafford and Rockingham 
Counties plus the Towns of Barnstead, Gilmanton and 
Alton in Belknap County. Through the excellent co- 
operation of the citizens of our State no major forest 
fire occurred at any time during the year.

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REPORT OF THE WOODSTOCK FIRE DEPT. 
VOLUNTEER AUXILIARY 


The Woodstock Auxiliary was formed in February, 
1971, with six women attending. 


Our Purpose: To raise money for more and better 
equipment for our Firemen. To date we have pro- 
vided a set of portable radios and a Poloroid camera 


Our Fund Raising Activities: An annual Firemen’s 
Ball sponsored jointly with the Lincoln Auxiliary; a 
booth at the Loon Mt. Fall Festival; a Christmas raf- 
fle and a food sale. 


Our number is small: We would appreciate any 
time anyone could give us planning these activities. 
We will include your name on our calling list, and 
we will notify you of our meetings. There are no dues. 
We ask only that you help us at your conveniece. 


Other activities during the year: Coffee and do- 
nuts served to voters on Town Meeting Day; Fourth 
of July float; house parties; Santa and Open House 
during Fire Prevention Week at which time the men 
display their fire fighting equipment for your inspec- 
tion. We hope to see more residents there this year. 


We have a good contribution toward equipment this 
year and with your help we’ll do even better next 
year. We wish to thank everyone who donated to our 
cause in the past and hope you will continue to help 
us to make our Volunteer Fire Department the best 
equipped for your service. 
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WOODSTOCK POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During the year 1974 the Woodstock Police Depart- 
ment has answered many calls and complaints. The 
complaints answered were varied, such as con- 
cealment of merchandise, vandalism, theft, family dis- 
turbances, indecent exposure, criminal trespass and 
assault. The department has also assisted the Fish 
and Game Department with six (6) cases of lost or 
injured hikers. One hundred and one summons were 
issued for motor vehicle violations, including nine for 
DWI and eighty-seven motor vehicle warnings were 
issued. 


The department hopes this coming year to add a 
radar unit to its equipment, as speed is the biggest 
motor vehicle violation. This will enable the depart- 
ment to do its part in lowering the accident rate in 
our town. 


The department covered forty-one motor vehicle 
accidents in 1947; three of which were fatal, speed be- 
ing a factor in many of them. 


The department has received numerous dog com- 
plaints in the year 1974, therefore a dog ordinance 
was put into effect during the month of February. 
The ordinance reads as follows: 


Be it enacted by the Selectmen of the Town of 
Woodstock, this 1st day of Feb., 1975: 


(1) It shall be unlawful for the owner or custo- 
dian of any dog to permit such dog to run at 
large in the Town of Woodstock except on land 
owned or occupied by the owner or custodian of 
the dog. 


(2) The Selectmen or any law enforcement offi- 
cer may order the restraint of any dog found run- 
ning at large in violation of this ordinance. 
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(3) The Selectmen or any law enforcement offi- 
cer, upon finding any dog running at large in vio- 
lation of a restraining order issued under the 
provisions of Paragraph 2, may, upon twenty- 
four (24) hours notice to the owner or person 
having custody of such dog, or make such order 
not inconsistent with State law or this ordinance, 
as they deem necessary. 

If the owner or person having custody of such 
dog is a minor, notice shall also be given to his 
parents. 


The owner or custodian may request a hearing 
before the Selectmen upon receipt of such notice, 
Such hearing shall be held within ten (10) days. 
The decision of the Selectmen after the hearing 
shall be final. 

The owner shall reimburse the Town for all ex- 
penses of apprehension, car, and disposition of 
any dog lawfully apprehended under the terms 
of this ordinance. 


(4) When any dog is apprehended running at 
large in violation of this ordinance, and its owner 
or custodian cannot be determined, the Town 
Police may dispose of such dog, but not sooner 
than forty-eight (48) hours after its apprehen- 
sion. 

(5) Any person found in violation of this ordi- 
nance shall be fined not more than ten dollars 
($10.00) for the first offense, and no more than 
pigenty live dollars ($25.00) for any subsequent 
offense. 


(6) This ordinance shall be taken in effect on 
February lst, 1975. 


SELECTMEN OF THE

Forest Service, patrolled the Tripoli Road and 
Russell Pond Area. This patrol is carried out by a 
sworn officer of the Woodstock Police Department.

There is no cost to the Town 
for this service.

The Woodstock Conservation Commission has in 
the past year held a number of meetings. They have 
taken an active interest in N. H. Route 175 to see 
it was completed as soon as the Department of Public 
Works and Highway can get it cleared with the 
United States Department of Transportation. The 
chairman has been in contact with the department on 
the road. He has filed with the department one route 
that did not take as much land as the one that will 
be built. 

There has been a committee headed by Mrs. Joan 
McGoldrick to make a survey of the town in regard 
to the building of the Inter-State 93 through the 
Franconia Notch. 

The Conservation Commission received a grant of 
$200.00 to work on the Mirror Lake beach. It is now 
a private beach, so to speak, but under a court order 
it shall be open to the public at all times. The Ski- 
haus, Inc., controls the land on the beach front. Mrs. 
McGoldrick, with her husband, and Mrs. Isabelle Wil- 
ley have done a lot of work on that project. A commit- 
tee consisting of Mrs. Luci Lee, Fred L. Lee and 
Charles Spaulding planted trees down on the barrier 
at the old sight of the Baston bridge this last Spring. 
Some of the members have attended a number of dif- 
ferent meetings in regard to the work of the com- 
mission.

SUMMARY PROGRAM OF 
THE WHITE MOUNTAINS REGION ASSOCIATION 


1974 (37th Year) 


Your Region Association during the year 1974 was 
active in several cooperative programs. They included 
the White Mts. Center for Music and the Arts, an ex- 
perimental mass highway transportation system, and 
the White Mts. ’74 summer advertising program. 


With respect to the Center (formerly called the 
White Mountains Art and Music Festival), your Re- 
gion Association has contributed substantial in-kind 
services. AS a board member and secretary, your As- 
sociation’s Executive Director handles many of the 
day to day details for the Center. In addition, the As- 
sociation provided office space for the Center during 
May and June and was responsible for much pub- 
licity. Furthermore, the Association’s secretary was 
on loan to the Center, half-time, for May and June. 


Your Region Association provided assistance in 
setting up and implementing an experimental bus sys- 
tem. Communities served by the 10-week summer 
system included Berlin, Gorham, Milan, Groveton, 
Lancaster, Whitefield, Littleton, Franconia, Bethle- 
hem, Twin Mountain, Jefferson, Randolph, Conway, 
North Conway and Jackson. During the first half 
of 1975, it is hoped a federal proposal will be ap- 
proved which will permit the experiment to continue 
and to provide service to other communities. 


The Region Association was a major participant 
in White Mountains ’74 cooperative advertising cam- 
paign designed to bolster the economy of the recrea- 
tion industry this past summer. Your Region Asso- 
ciation appropriated $2,500 to participate in the pro- 
gram. In addition to investing $2,500, your Associa- 
tion answered all written and telephoned inquiries 
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which were generated by the advertising. As a result 
your Association responded to those inquiries with 
some 3,500 vacation planning kits. Those participat- 
ing included the White Mts. Attractions Association, 
the White Mts. Center for Music and the Arts, the 
New England Regional Commission, the Governor’s 
office and Waumbek Village. 


Other activities and projects of your Region Asso- 
ciation include: participation in the newly created 
N. H. Travel Council, annual solicitation for the two 
accommodations brochures distribution of WMRA 
folders, sponsorship of a conference on proposed wil- 
derness areas in the White Mountain Nationa Forest, 
solicitation for business memberships, presentation 
of 4-H awards and certificates, subscriptions to Na- 
tional 4-H magazines for group leaders in the three 
northern counties, assistance at the N. H. information 
booth at the Springfield Exposition to promote travel 
in northern N. H., the writing of several letters to 
the N. H. Congressional delegation and others pro- 
testing the proposed closing of numerous camp- 
grounds and picnic areas in the White Mt. National 
Forest, also the writing of letters to many of the 
same group protesting the low priority tourism and 
recreation was to receive under a fuel allocation pro- 
gram, financial contributions to the restoration of the 
Bedell Covered Bridge, to the Mount Washington 
Observatory (in memory of Joe Dodge), and to the 
White Mts. Museum of Forest History. The WMRA 
also has helped out on some publicity for the proposed 
museum as well as some modest fund raising. 


In addition, earlier in the year, the WMRA sur- 
veyed some thirty gasoline stations each week. The 
information on gasoline supplies was then relayed to 
the Dept. of Resources and Economic Development 
where it was used to aid out-of-state travellers. 


Finally, your executive director wrote numerous 
news releases, two newsletters, some special articles

for publications, and spoke on several radio programs 
in the region. 


Answered 5,942 inquiries and wrote 101 personal 
letters. 


Planned activities for 1975 are: (1) investigate the 
possibility of helping to provide regularly scheduled 
air service to Whitefield and Berlin; (2) publish a 
new quarterly magazine for the region; (3) modern- 
ize and revise the White Mountains Map; (4) pub- 
lish the Where to Stay and the New Hampshire Ac- 
commodations and Dining directories; (5) partici- 
pate in the joint experimental rural highway and 
transportation project; (6) continue the Associa- 
tion’s work with the White Mountains Center for 
Music and the Arts; (7) explore further the pos- 
sibility of preparing and publishing a Christmas tree 
dealers vendor list; (8) participate in the Spring- 
field, Mass., Exposition; (9) continue to answer some 
6,000 inquiries generated through advertising; (10) 
distribute WMRA folders to information booths 
around the region and to some State Highway Rest 
Areas; (11) continue the Association’s efforts on be- 
half of the White Mountains Museum of Forest His- 
tory; (12) continue writing news releases about the 
White Mountains Region Association’s activities and 
help promote other regional events; (14) keep 
abreast of all important legislation that pertains to 
the region during the next legislative session; (15) 
continue to participate actively in the newly created 
New ‘Hampshire Travel Council; (16) continue to 
publish the Bulletin of eget tte ‘Inquiries and Real 
Estate Bulletin.

The following is a report from the North Country 
Council regarding its activities on a regional and lo- 
cal basis. The Council’s Board of Directors respect- 
fully requests that the Selectmen include this report 
in their official Town Report. NCC’s representatives 
have received a copy of this report and are requested 
to change it as they see fit. 


Report of the Town of Woodstock from the 
North Country Council 


The North Country Council (NCC) is the official 
planning organization (RSA 36:45-53) for the North 
Country. The Council undertakes area-wide planning 
programs, when appropriate, and provides commun- 
ity planning services and information to Towns. The 
Council’s Board of Directors, two representatives 
from each of the 19 Member Towns, determines the 
work program and budget. 


During 1974, the Council completed an Economic 
Base Study, assisted 30 towns in solid waste by organ- 
izing site inspections and planning by providing in- 
formation on volume, cost and transportation of solid 
waste. The Council also prepared a model Town Kit 
Fact Book, and a model flood district ordinance. The 
Council is preparing a Public Transportation Plan 
for the North Country and has submitted an appli- 
cation to the Federal Highway Administration for a 
rural transportation demonstration project. NCC has 
updated the State’s Outdoor Recreation Plan for the 
North Country. This enables communities to maintain 
eligibility for federal funds. The Council has spon- 
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sored meetings and conferences on flood insurance, 
solid waste, land use, and septic tank disposal. 


While working for the Town of Woodstock, the 
Council has provided assistance in the following 
areas: 


Provided information on solid waste management 
and production figures. 


Attended solid waste public meeting and provided 
information to the public. 


Worked with Planning Board on the preparation 
of a zoning ordinance, provided secretarial services 
on ordinance and attended public hearings on infor- 
mational resource person.
